‘GOLDFISH’ PROBE 


First 88 Tells His 
Story to Aldermen 


Drunken police have picked out cer- 
tain men, robbed them, flung them 


into jail and kept them for days with- 
out being booked, and conducted re- 
peated and continual searches on 
their premises according to the testi- 
mony of Samuel Cheery, 533 West 
Division street, first witness before 
the City Council Committee on Police, 


which began hearings yesterday. 
Money Disappears with Bills 

Cheery told how Lieutenant Jensen, 
of the detective bureau flying squad, 
went into his combination pool room- 
grocery-butcher shop a week ago last 
Saturday night with a squad of 
drunken policemen. 

When Jensen’s men departed, $800 
in checks and $150 in cash, which he 
had been counting on a flat-topped 
desk, disappeared simultanedusly. 

Upon hearing that they were ac- 
cused of taking this money, Jensen 
came back with his streng arm squad, 
Cheery told the committee, and ar- 
rested everyone in the place. It was 
only after his lawyer, Richard Pren- 
derpast had threatened Jensen re- 
peatedly with counter action that 
Cheery and the others were released 
on bond. 

Arrested when Police Charged 

They were arrested Saturday night 
at eleven o’clock and not even booked 
until late Sunday.

Hunting Out the Attack. 


The conspiracy against “June 17”

litical Action, that meets at Cleve- 
land, July 4. 

The Johnston-Gompers attack was 
planned for the simple reason that 
the masses were turning toward June 
17 at St. Paul, in preference to July 4, 
at Cleveland.

Not only de 
they “beat up on” individual negroes, 
but when a crime is committed the 
police terrorize whole negro neighbor- 
hoods. Harmless and innocent fami- 
lies have their homes invaded some- 
times in the dead of night. They are 
cursed and kicked and beaten and 
shoved around. If a negro man should 
show his resentment against police 
officers for hitting his wife or daugh- 
ter, he is knocked down.

WASHINGTON, June 16.— Are the 
election returns already in, from lowa 
and Nebraska and South Dakota, con- 
clusive? Do coming political storm- 
clouds cast a long shadow into the 
courts? Someone has said the su- 
preme court merely follows the elec- 
tion returns. . 

Anyhow, the supreme court of the 
United States has just made two 
moves away from a 14th century view 
of the labor struggle. 

Picketing Not Violation. 

In the case brought 
firm, the Herkert & Mbtsel Truck Co., 
picketed during a strike by the local 
union of the Leather Workers in that 
city, Chief Justice Taft announces a 
decision that the picketing was not 
in violation of the federal law Against 
restraint of interstate commerce. The 
strikers may have illegally picketed 
me factory, and may have illegally in- 
timidated strikebreakers, but the fact 
that they reduced production in that 
factory was not to be involved in in- 
terstate commerce law. There could 
be no commerce until the goods were 
produced. Hence the trucking com-

Ordinary horse-sense would seem- 


jingly have established the rule when 


the claim was originally set up in 
the lower federal court, but so care- 
fully picked -have been the federal 
judges in St. Louis that the decision 
was given against the strikers. Per- 
haps the same district judge would 
have decided that the strikers owed 
damages to all the merchants with 
whom the profits of the struck shop 
would ordinarily have been spent; 
however, no such extension of strike- 
liability has yet been asserted. Now 
Taft warns the district judge that he 
has gone too far. ? 


Lawful to Stop Production. 
Quoting his dedision in the Coro 


| waite Coal case of twd years ago, the 


chief justice recalled that he then 
held that even a conspiracy by the 
coal miners to prevent shipment of 
75 per cent of the output of the mine, 
which output would have been shipped 
in interstate commerce, was not a 
violation of the Sherman law. The 
strike was aimed at preventing pro- 
duction, and that aim was lawful. 

The second move of the court was 
its refusal to review the constitution- 
ality of that part of the California in- 
dustrial accident commission act 
which authorizes the commission to 
award damages to workers injured 
upon vessels in navigable waters. 
Suit to nullify this protection to crews 
of bay and river steamboats was 
brought by the North Pacific Steam- 
ship Co.

Sheet Metal Men 
; Meet in Montreal 


WASHINGTON, June 16.— Wages 
average about $1 an hour, the hours 
are eight daily, and written agree- 
ments protect a majority of the mem- 
bership, in the. Amalgamated Sheet 
Metal Workers’ International Alliance, 
which will meet in its 21st general 
convention at Montreal on July 21. 

William L. Sullivan, general secre- 
tary-treasurer at headquarters here, 
states that approximately 200 dele- 
gates, representing 21,000 members in 
good standing, will meet in Montreal. 
Membership has steadily increased 
during the building boom, but employ- 
ment has been on the down grade 
since January Ist. The loss in em- 
ployment since last June is about 25 
per cent. On the other hand, many 
locals have secured increases in wag- 
es. St. Louis and Pittsburgh have es- 
tablished a rate of $11 a day, New 
York $10.50 and Chicago $10, while 
the rate in the smeller cities and 
towns is 90 to 95c an hour.

Reds Help German 
Chemical Strikers 
Win Wage Increase

SPEYER, Germany, June 16.— 
After a strike of 10 weeks, the work- 
ers in the chemical industry of Spey- 
er, employed in the Badische Anilin 
and Sodafabrik, have a partial victory. 
The workers lose a straight 8-hour 
day, but get slightly better wages. 

The strike is a symptom of the 
tradual passing of power into the 
yands of the radicals. Weeks ago the 
trade union leaders counselled resum- 
ing work and accepted terms. But 
the Communists who were well re- 
presented among the workers council 
delegates, prevailed upon the rank and 
file to hold out. 

If the workers were able to hold out 
so long, it was chiefly due to the 
fact that the International Workers’ 
Aid installed soup kitchens and pre- 
vented starving out the workers. The 
struggle was marked by much police 
ruthlessness.

Poincare’s Puppet 

The election of Gaston Doumergue to the presi- 
dency of France is the next step in the sharpening 
of the class conflict in this European imperialist 
republic. 

Doumergue was elected ag an avowed conserva- 
tive over Painleve, the candidate of the so-called 
left bloc which was victorious in the last election. 
Doumergue is only the puppet of Poincare and 
ran as the candidate of the national bloc, the 
apostle of the interests of the Comite des Forges. 

The very attempt of the national bloc to run its 
own candidate in the tach of the last election re- 
sults, in the face of the severe repudiation it suf- 
fered thruout the country indicates that a serious| G 
turn of events is soon due in France. Doumergue 
and those behind him know that as president he 
will be unable to get along with so hostile a cham- 
ber. A new election is not improbable. 

Why are the imperialists of France toying with 
the expressed wishes of the French masses. One 
thing is certain. The avowed reactionaries are not 
anxious for another election at so early a date. 
They knew very well that an election at this time 
will only prove more disastrous to them than the 
last one. Clearly, there must be another line of 
strategy the imperialist coterie of France is pur- 
suing. They are driving headlong toward using 
their control of the military forces, towards the 
utilization of the military machine of Mangin and 
Foch to crush the working class and the 8 
peasantry. 

A crisis will soon grip France. Judging from 
our historical experience in other countries and in 
France on previous occasions of similar tests of 
class strength, the smaller capitalists, the petty 
bourgeoisie will waver, retreat, and desert from the 
fight. The left bloc of today will not be able to 
stand up in the face of a concerted attack by the 
biggest French financiers and the military group. 
The Unified Socialists will run away from the 
struggle. 

It is the irony of history, yet historically clear 
and logical, that the last semblance of parliamen- 
tary democracy should be completely uprooted in 
the very country which was supposed to be the 
barrier against the menace of Prussian militarism. 
Only the Communists can save the French work- 
ing and poor peasant masses from the iron heel 
of French imperialism. In the battles that are to 
come in France it will be the Communist party 
alone, the party which has determinedly fought 
the capitalist class, that will stand up and answer 
blow for blow and unswervingly defend the inter- 
ests of the proletariat.

The Postal Clerks 


Because President Coolidge vetoed the bill 
passed by Congress increasing the pay of the 
postal clerks the latter are very angry and threaten 
to express their displeasure in a practical way at 
the polls next November.

The postal clerks have good reason to be angry 
but no reason for disappointment. If they ever 
expected anything else from the lackey who won 
his reputation by breaking the strike of the Boston 
policemen, they should not be postal clerks, but 
inmates of a home for the feebleminded. 

The clerks are out to beat Coolidge, but in beat- 
ing Coolidge they may vote for another servant of 
Wall Street on the Democratic ticket who will 
make nice promises but will nevertheless obey 
orders from the owners of this country just as 
well as Mr. Coolidge. Between the Democratic and 
Republican parties the postal clerks have only the 
choice of two evils. 

But they are not obliged to choose the lesser of 
two evils in the coming elections.

CP. regarding the trade unions, can 
only be properly solved if taken in 
combination with the question of the 
future prospects of the German revo- 
lution. Schematically considered, two 
possibilities exist: 

a) Either a more or less rapidly. 
maturing of a fresh revolutionary up- 
lift, bringing about the decisive strug- 
gle within a few months, or, let us 
say, in the course of one to two years, 

b) Or a somewhat longer drawn out 
period, extending over a parade of 

years. 

In the first case, the errors commit- 
ted by the German CP, in the trade 
union question would naturally be ob- 
literated by a victorious revolution, 
whilst in the second case a mistake 
made by the German CP. in the trade 
union question would unquestionably 
and certainly lead to disaster. 

We have already stated that the 
German CP., whilst doing its utmost 
to increase the chances of the first 
possibility, must at thé same time so 
regulate its tactics as to be armed for 
the second possibility. 

- - * 


Must Stay in Unions. 

In the case of a speedy victory of 
the proletarian revolution we should 
naturally at once find a large number 
of new and rapidly effective measures 
securing us the allegiance of the trade 
unions. But should the maturing 
process of the revolution require a 
longer period, and were we at the 
same time to give the leaders of the 
ADGB. the possibility of crowding us 
out of the trade unions, then this 
would mean the end of the German 
CP. The great art of the Bolsheviki, 
in the epoch between the two revolu- 
tions (from about 1907 till 1914) con- 
sisted of the fact that they were 
capable, besides conducting a relent- 
less fight against opportunism and 
liquidation, of preventing by every 
means at their disposal, their separa- 
tion from the mass organizations of 
the workers. They did not permit 
themselves to be carried away by 
“left” phrases. At that time there 
was no lack of voices, in the Bol- 
shevik fraction, from impatient com- 
rades demanding the cessation of 
work in the Menshevist trade unions, 
in the Duma, etc., Comrade Lenin 
fought determinedly and relentlessly 
againgt all untenable “left” tendencies. 
He declared that we must. be prepared, 
ed, in the interest of the proletarian 
revolution, to enter not only a reac- 
tionary parliament or a Menshevist

Nevertheless, 
it is impossible to build up parallel 
trade unions of the unemployed. 
After you had formed these parallel 
trade unions, the masses would de- 
mand of you, on the very next day, 
that you conduct successful economic 
struggles. Under the conditions ob- 
taining at present in German industry, 
and with the counter-revolutionary 
German Social-Democrats and the 
ADGB attacking you from behind (and 
at least two-thirds of the workers 
would remain members of this last), 
you would be entirely unable to carry 
any economic strike to a successful is- 
sue. And the leaders of Social-Democ- 
racy have still another weapon at 
their disposal: they can declare our 
parallel trade unions to be illegal, and 
can throw fresh obstacles in the way 
of the movement. But as soon as the 
masses see that our trade unions are 
unable to carry out successful eco- 
nomic strikes, they will be disappoint- 
ed and turn their backs on our paral- 
lel unions. Our forces would be frit- 
tered away, and as a result the trai- 
torous leaders of the ADGB would 
only have their aims facilitated. 

It is frequently maintained that the 
movement in favor of quitting the 
trade unions has assumed enormous 
proportions, that it cannot be dammed 
any longer, and that the trade unions 
are losing precisely the best and most
